As to any change in the present tariff, known as 
the Dingley Act, it appears as if the leaders of Re- 
publican thought, whether statesmen or newspaper 
editors, are unable to see any pressing necessity for 
such action. These Republicans are not obtuse nor 
obdurate. They realize that the tariff act is merely 
an expedient and its maintenance in any particular 
form must always rest upon the question whether it 
ts best or not for the general business interests of 
the country. 

As to disturbance in a harmful way to business 
interests by “tariff tinkering,” there can be no ques- 


tion. That is the strong argument of protectionists 


against change in tariff schedules. Every attempt 
to revise the schedules must open up the whole ques- 
tion of tariff protection or free trade. This must 
always precipitate a more or less protracted debate 
in Congress, the only body which can handle the sub- 
ject at all. As long as that debate shall last, busi- 
ness must be disturbed. 
This does not mean that tariff revision during the 
g of the next Congress cannot be desirable. It 
A ublican Congress is elected in the fall, and 
there is any very strong desire for tariff revision, the 
people of the country will show that by sending to 
Congress Republicans who will favor such revision. 
If this should take place, a commission will be ap- 
pointed, not of experts, but members of the two 
houses of Congress. These commissioners will take 
the subject up and all manufacturers and businesy 
men of the country of prominence will be given an 
opportunity to lay their views, facts and arguments 
before these committees. 
We have before us a circular letter, issued in the 
city on February 3 by the Citrus Protective League 
of California, whose headquarters are in Los An- 
geles. This circular letter addressed to the mem- 
bers of the league shows for a period of five years 
the cost of the different kinds of fruits imported into 
the United States. The gross sums range from a lit- 
tle less than $19,000,000 to a little more than §26.,- 
000,000. These imports are almost equally divided 
between duty free fruits and fruits on which duties are 
levied. It is interesting to note that the importa- 
tions of bananas, which are free of duty, in the year 
1907 amounted to $11,833,168, out of a total cost of 
imported fruit free of duty for that year of $12,130,- 
183. During the past five years the importa of 
bananas into the United States have been worth close 
to $50,000,000, or an average of nearly $10,000,000 a 
year. The total cost of all duty-free fruits was but 
barely over $55,000,000, and of those on which duty 
was paid but little less than $55,000,000. During 
these years all fruits imported into the United States 
cost us a sum of a little more than $105,000,000.
